San Bernardino County had 76 


confirmed coronavirus cases as 
of Saturday, a 19% increase from 
64 the day before. Three resi- 
dents have died of the disease. 

The county’s first confirmed 
case was March 15. 

“Staying at home, minimizing 
non-essential contact with oth- 
ers, maintaining social distanc- 
ing from even people we know 
and with whom we have regular 
contact, and consistently practic- 
ing good hygiene is our best hope 
of moving forward to the other 
side of this pandemic,” Gustafson 
said.

But AST Sportswear wasn’t making T- 
shirts, its usual ware.

Chief Operating Officer Abdul Rashid 
said he ordered his Brea factory to shift pro- 
duction to masks from T-shirts after seeing 
desperate appeals for protective equipment 


on the news. 


“T said, ‘Well, I’ve got a factory. I have a 
lot of capacity. Let’s make some masks, 


Rashid recalled. 


Within days, the cavernous Imperial Bou- 
levard factory had shipped 10,000 multilay- 
ered cloth face masks to hospitals, nursing
